SUMMARY OF REPORT OF 
STATE AUDITORS 
April 21, 1941 


It will be noted that the Balance Sheet which 
appeared in the Town Report for the year ending 
January 31, 1940, has been revised. This revision was 
made as our Audit disclosed that the unredeemed 
taxes were underestimated by $332.18, and the unpaid 
balance of the School District Appropriation, amount- 
ing to $6,848.20, has been omitted. The revised Bal- 
ance Sheet indicates a net debt of $77,957.18, a de- 
crease over the previous year of $2,061.68. This de- 
crease in net debt is accounted for by payment of out- 
standing long term notes and bonds, as provided for 
by appropriation, and by the net unexpended balance 
of appropriations. The decrease in net debt, how- 
ever, would have been considerably greater had there 
not been a deficit of actual over estimated revenues 
amounting to $3,466.13 (Schedule C). 

Tax Collector: The tax warrants and tax sale 
accounts of Collector Brown for the levies of 1940, 
1939, 1938 and 1987 were audited and verification of 
all outstanding accounts as shown by the records were 
made. As a result of this audit and verification the 
following shortages were discovered:

There was found to have been an excess remit- 
tance of $43.24, (Schedule K), on account of Levy of 
1937 which apphed against the total shortage resulted 
in a net shortage of $1,029.40 as of March 14, 1941. 

Since the date of audit, however, Mr. Brown has 
remitted $489.90 to the Treasurer, as a result of which 
the shortage at this time has been reduced to $539.50. 
This amount, however, is subject to revision should 
proof of payment of taxes listed as uncollected be 
made. 

General 

3—In arriving at the tax rate to be assessed each 
year certain estimated revenues are deducted from the 
total of the appropriations in order to arrive at the 
net amount to be raised by taxation. An examina- 
tion of Schedule C shows that the actual revenue for 
the fiscal year of 1940 was $3,466.13 less than the 
amount estimated when the tax rate was determined. 

To avoid the recurrance of a deficit in estimated 
revenue it is recommended that only such revenues as 
are actually recevable during the year be used as de- 
cductions in arriving at the tax rate. Such revenues 
would not include asset items in the balance sheet at 
the close of the previous fiscal year, 1. e.—uncollected 
1axes, unredemed taxes, uncollected water rates. If, 
however, the cash balance at the close of the previous 
year was in excess of the total current liabilities 
(accounts owed by town and outstanding temporary 
loans in anticipation of taxes) then such excess repre- 
sents a surplus and might be considered a_ revenue 
deducton.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Members of the Stratford School Board: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my eighth 
annual report of the Stratford schools. 

At the close of school and during the summer 
vacation, we lost seven teachers as follows: Alice D. 
Morrill, Barbara Dickey, and Wilda Gray to be mar- 
ried; Joseph Tinker to go to Dover High School, Elea- 
~or Rhodes to go to Lancaster, Ellen W. Prescott to 
vo to Lebanon, and Carol Trafton to go to Bristol. 

The vacancies were filled as follows: J. Harold 
Smith, mathematics and science; Virginia Dyke, 
French and English; Josephine Morse, grade eight; 
Marion Colby, grades three and four; Linnie L. Wat- ~ 
son, grades one and two; Mary Elizabeth Allen, Hol- 
low grammar; and Mabel A. Huston, Hollow primary. 

The major supplies have been purchased as in 
the past. The supphes for Home Economies, Manual 
Arts and noon lunches are purchased locally. 
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The music instruction, both instrumental and 
vocal, is conducted as in the past which seems satis- 
facorty to all concerned. . 

Miss Dela B. Hapgood, R. N., made the health 
examination as in the past. The examination reveal- 
ed 20 with defective vision and nine with. defective 
hearing. Besides the daily calls on the schools, Miss 
Hapgood has arranged for dental clinics where 126. 
were examined and treated for defects. The _ treat- 
ments were as follows: Cleanings, 27; extractions; 
04; cement fillings, 26; amalgam fillings, 136. In all 
243 defective teeth were treated. The dentist who did 
the work was Harry H. Hughes of Colebrook. 

All children above the first grade were tested 
with the audiometer, an instrument loaned us by the 
State board of Education. 

State tests, for the seniors, have been given as in 
the past. Other tests are given to check on progress 
and drill work to keep alive and to fix the fundament- 
al processes. 

The children take active parts in various games 
and sports, plays, singing, speaking, assembly pro- 
grams and debating. The skating rinks are much en- 
joyed by the children. 

The Home Economics department furnishes some- 
thing warm for the children at North Stratford who 
bring their lunches. The teachers at the Hollow are 
looking after the warm dish. for their children’s 
lunches. 

The school census taken last September found 97 
boys and 115 girls or a total of 212 children in town 
between the ages of 5 and 16. This is twelve less 
than was found a year ago. Of the number, 195 were 
reported in school, 16 between five, eight and one 
between eight and fourteen or a total of seventeen 
were reported not in school. One handicapped child 
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was reported between 8 and 14. This child is being 
privately instructed. 

From last year’s registers were gleaned the fol- 
lowing data: Total unrepeated registration was 283; 
percent of attendance 94.77; schools were actually in 
session 360 half days; there were 138 tardy marks— 
24 less than the previous year; 33 children had a per- 
fect record for the year; there were 17 non-resident 
pupils in the elementary schools and 40 in the high 
school; six school board meetings were held during 
- the year; ten visits to schools were made by the school 
board members; 55 visits by citizens; and the superin- 
iendent was eredited with 494 visits.

High School—Marguerite Arsenault, Daisy Bergeron, 
Clara Blodgett, Eleanor Curtis, Bernard Daley, 
Daniel Daley, Harry Graham, Elane Marshall, Mar- 
yn Marshall, Edna Hendrick, Milton Page, Alfred 
Paquin, Errol Richardson, Christine Sheltry, Ray- 
mond Stoddard, Jeanne D’Are Tetreault, Rita Tet- 
reault, Tracy Tetreault, and Frederick Wakefield.

and Mabel A. Huston, Hollow Primary.
